glﬂdse Abell repents here the lotter already
published of General 8heridan to General Grant,
ol June §, q!\rilﬁ hie repsons lor removing from
offico Monroe, Herron, and Abell, and thus con-
cludes): —Respect ior the officers of my Govern-
ment forbid my characterizing this telegram in
the langusge “that it certatnly appenrs to de-
seryve, or such as Goneral Sbheridan sees fit to
use towards officers of rank and merit. 1 shall
content mysell with a candid sod earneat refu-
tation_of the pumerous groundless assertions
made io it,

In the third paragraph of the telegeam Gen-
ernl Sheridan says: “The court over which
Judge Abell grf_:atdml 15 the only eriminal court
in the city of New Orleans, For s period of at
Jeagt nine months previous to the 90th of Jaly
he had been educating o lnrge portion of the
community 1o the perpetration of this outrage,
by almost promising them no prosesntion v bis
court agninst the offenders in case such an event
occurred.” This statement is extraordioery,
without foundation, and ulterly imposaible, |
nover thought of such u thing.

Suave Trape Carrvnes.~In the year 1860
thirty-four slave dhows and other dlave vessols
were captured on the coasts of Africa by Dritish
ghips—two by the Bapoir, six h'!; the Penguin,
iwo by the Lyra, nine by the Highflyer, nine
by the Wasp, and six by the Psotaloon. A
brigantine eaptured on the West Coast had no
glaves on bonrd, but was fully equipped, and
five hundred and fifty slaves were waitiu? to
embark from the shore, The Dahowmsy, from
Portugal, also paptored on the West Coast,
had only three slayes on board, but gix hun-
dred were held In readiness to embark. All
the other captures were made on the East
Coast. Thirteen hundred and three slaves
were found on board of the vesssls captured.
Beveral, however, had no slaves on board, bul
had landed slaves—one dhow a8 many as one
hundred and seventy-six. One Arab
dhow from Zanzibar had two hundred on
board; twenty-elght were captured and the
rest drowned. Five of the vessels are described

a6 nnseaworthy.
